Denied in Briet 


Washington, December 21.—The 
right of physicians to prescribe beer 
for patients was denied in a brief 
filed today by the government witb 
the supreme court in a test, case @x- 
pected to result in final determination 
of that question. 

Contending for constitutionalty of 
the Willis-Hemphill anti-beer law, the 
government's brief, signed by Solicitor 
General Beck and Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willetrandt, assistant attorney gen- 
eral in carge of prohibition prosect- 
tions, declared that beer has no me. 
ical value, and its prohibition under 
physicians’ prescriptions 1s neucessary 
to enferce national pronibitie 

The case is an apeal by the James 
Everards Breweries from a decision 
by Federal Judge Hand, of New York. 
dismissing an injunction sought against 
the New York prohibiticn director. 
It raises questions relating to physi- 
cians’ prescriptions similar to thoxe 
decied by Federal Judge Knox against 
the government last summer. Assist- 
ant Ateorney General Willebrandt 
said today that an efort to combine 
the setwo cases was in prospect for s)- 
multaneous consideration by the su- 
preme court. 

It is contended by the appellants :n 
the brewery case that congress was 
without power to interfere with med- 
ical practice. The government con- 
tends that congress isthe sole judge 
of steps necessary to enforce proidi- 
bition.

SIGNIFICANCE. 

William James in his absorbingly 
interesting essay on “Human Im- 
mortality’ says so many. pungent, 
colorful things that it is almost 
irreverent to quote a single phrase. 
But I am going to do so: 

“For my own part then,” he says, 
“so far as logic goes, I am willing 
that every leaf that ever grew in this 
world’s forests and rustled in the 
breeze, should become immortal.” And 
then, a little further on, he says: 
“The heart of being can have no ex- 
clusion akin to those which our poor 
little hearts set up. The inner sig- 
nificance of other lives exceeds all 
our powers of sympathy and insight. 
If we feel a significance in our own 
life which would lead us spontaneous- 


ly to claim its perpetuity, let us be | 


at least tolerant of like claims made 
by other lives, however numerous, 
however unideal they may seem to us 
to be.” 

I rode on the top 6f a bus in. the 
downtown district of the city of 
Chicago, today. The streets were a 
moving mass of human beings as far 
as the eye could see.

Why should I be a being apart, 
less noble, less striving, less intent.

I said to myself that God made 
every dife before me—no matter how 
humble in origin—truly significant.

Farm Conditions 


Following letter from Richard H. 
Edmonds, editor of the Manufacturers’ 
Record, addressed to J. T. Holleman, 
president of the Southern Mortgage 
company, is of deep interest, in that 
it carries a message of hope to south- 
ern farmers but particularly empha- 
sizes the rules of reason in the culti- 
vation of cotton. 

The letter has been handed The Con- 
stitution for publication by Mr. Holle- 
man, to whom it was addressed, and 
follows: 


I have read with much interest your 
letter addressed to Georgia farmers 
and published in The Constitution of 
Déceinber 14th. I agree very heartily 
with you in the thought that it would 
be a disaster for the fatfmers of Geor- 
gia ty get discouraged because of the 
temporary evil of the boll weevil and 
pernit their farms to be sold under 
mortgage. You will remember that 
some years ago the grasshopper plague 
was more destructive to the wheat in- 
terests of Kansas than the boll weevil 
has ever been to the cotton of the 
south. Kansas farmers suffered many 
hardships, but they struggled on, and 
the grasshoppers disappeared. In my 
mind it is altogether certain that 
sooner or later the boll weevil will be 
conquered, as science will find some 
way to achieve this much desired re- 
sult. 

In the meantime, if the farmers of 
Georgia and of other southern states 
will lessen the acreage put into cotton, 
intensify its fertilization and its culti- 
vation, and by having a smaller acre- 
age be prepared intelligentl® and ag- 
gressively to fight the boll weevil evil, 
it will be possible for Georgia to bring 
back its cotton production to a normal 
yield, and to do it on a basis whieh will 
give better returns in all probability 
in net results than Georgia farmers 
had over a long period of years when 
cotton sold at from 9c to 10¢ a pound. 

In addition to this possibility, the 
farmers of Georgia and of other south- 
ern states have learned by experience 
what their friends have been trying 
for thirty or forty years to impress 
upon them, and that is the importance 
of living at home. It was Henry 
Grady who coined the expression that 
the farmers of Georgia were to a iarge 
extent “keeping their corncribs and 
their smokehouges in the west.”’ 

Georgia has been buying tens of mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of food stuffs 
which should have been produced at 
home. The fetish of cotton, which 
southern farmers for so many years 
largely worshiped, has been a curse to 
this section and to individual farmers. 
In diversified agriculture and living at 
home southern farmers can find a way 
to recoup their losses, to bring back 
the value of their land, and create bet- 
ter living conditions at home than they 
have ever had. The southern farmer 
who does not’ raise his own meat, who 
does not keep one or more cows, who 
does not have a good supply of chickens 
and eggs, who does not make hig own 
butter, and raise. the other things 
which should enter into the sustenance 
of his family and the maintenance of 


his live stock, is doing himself and his 


family an irreparable injury. It mat- 
ters not how small may be the acre- 
age cultivated by the tenant or the 
small landowner, the first requisite of 
farming should be to raise for himself 
every bit of foodstuff and of feedstuff 
needed for Lis family and his livestock. 
If he does not raise a few hogs, if he 
does not keep one or two cows, if he 
does not raise a full supply of chickens 
that he may have eggs and fowls for 
his table, he is recreant to his re- 
spunsibility to his family, it matters 
not whether he be white or black. 

I have followed the history of farm- 
ing in the south and in the west for 
forty years or more. I have seen the 
west pass through far greater hard- 
ships than the farmers of Georgia have 
had to face by @#eason of the boll 
weevil. You will perhaps remember 
that over twenty-five years ago the 
Dakotas and Nebraska had almost 
complete destruction of their grain 
crops. So great was the poverty of 
the farmers in those states that at 
the suggestion of the Manufacturers’ 
Record the south, which that year had 
large grain and provision output, 
shipped a vast amount of stuff to these 
western people to help to keep them 
from starvation. 

Perhaps it may be recalled that at 
my suggestion most of this stuff was 
concentrated at Atlanta, and former 
Governor Northen was. persuaded to 
take charge of handling the hundreds 
of cars of foodstuffs, and go out to 
the west to see to the proper distribu- 
tion of this food. There is nowhere 
in the south today a condition any- 
thing equal to that of the extreme 
poverty and suffering in Nebraska 
and the Dakotas as an outcome of 
their crop failures. 


As ar esult of the movement to ship 
as a free gift foodstuffs from the south 
to these western states. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, who was then forming a Grand 
Army colony with a view of settling it 
in California, wrote me that Ae had 
never before known that the south pro- 
duced corn, and that he had been so 
impressed by this shipment that he 
had begun an investigation as to the 
opportunities for turning his proposed 
California colony to Georgia. That 
was the origin of the town of Fitz- 
gerald in your state. 


As I have already stated, during 
the grasshopper plague Kansas suffer- 
ed far more intensely than southern 
farmers have suffered from the boll 
weevil, but Kansas farmers did not 
desert the land; they stuck to the job 
and eventually redeemed their state 
from poverty and earned for them- 
selves larger prosperity than they had 
ever had before. 

If the boll weevil forces the southern 
farmers into living at home, into pro- 
viding for themselves. all the foodstuffs 
which can be raised at home, and even 
to supply the cities of the south in or- 
der that they may not have to buy 
thousands of carloads of western food- 
stuffs as they are now doing, it will 
have proved a blessing of immeasur- 
able value to the whole south.

‘The 
oldest rocks must have been formed 
hefore there was any sea at all, when 
the earth was too hot for a sea to exist 
and when the water that is now sea 
was an atmosphere of steam mixed 
with the air. Its higher levels were 
dense with clouds, from which a’ hot 
rain fell toward the rocks below; to be 
converted again into steam long before 
it renched their red-hot surfaces. It 
is quite impossible to estimate the 
aces that must have passed before the 
earth’s crust solidified and atmos 
phere and water and rainfall as wé 
know it were possible. 

So far as it is possible to estimate, 
the first race of true men (Home 
sapiens) appeared in Europe some- 
where between 40,000 and 25,000 years 
ago, Their predecessors, the Neander- 
thal race, a sub-human type, are be- 
lieved to have lived as a race for some 
200.000 years of time before the ap- 
pearance of true men. Mankind was 
a gradual development, apparently, 
from sub-human and lower types, and 
in that sense it is not possible to 
visualize the “first man” and “first 
woman.” But mankind, then, as now, 
was born, lived and finally died, as 
mankind does today. The “first nren 
and womer”’ therefore met the fate of 
all animal life: they were killed or 
died in the course of time.

In Mexico, December 21.—Back 
again through the dreary cactus waste 
of misery and woe.

Monterey is supposed to be the 
Pittsburg of fexico. Arriving at 
night one sees the furnace fires, An 
old Mexican woman was selling straw 
dolls attached to a long pole. A 
tourist presented a peso for one and 
when he asked for his change she 
whacked him over the head with the 
pole. And, in the ensuing argument, 
he missed his train. Poor fellow.

Washington, December 21.—There 
ic no likelihood that the United 
States government will submit to ar- 
bitration the authenticity of 
vents which the state.department re- 
cently made public to show that revo- 
lutionary soviet activities and propa- 
ganda are being conducted in this 
country with the otject of undermin- 
ing the government. 

The American guvernment is fully 
satisfied with the genuineness of the 
communications invde public from the 
seviet to workers in this country and 
believes that to cnter any such pro- 
ceedings as suggeste:l by Foreign Min- 
ister Tchitcherin in a statement in 
Moscow today would only involve a 
proceeding long sought by the Rus- 
sian authorities. 

Secretary Hughes in his recent 
Statement. which wus transmitted to 
‘Tchiteberim, made it clear that nego- 
tintions cannot precede the cessa- 
tion of soviet propagands in the 
(United States and the adoption 
measures by the Russian authorities 
tf» demonstrate their good faith in 
the diseharge of their just interna- 
tional obligations.

‘Washington, December 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—An advisory committee on cot- 
ton-crop reports representing planters, 
cotton, exchanges, association of pro- 
ductrs, spinners, and the farm press 
of the cotton states, calle! by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Walace, met 
Friday to discuss the scope and 
methods of collecting and distributing 
reports relating to the cotton crop. 
During a two-day session the crop-re- 
porting board will present in detnil! 
the present system and confer with 
the committee concerning possibile 
changes and improvements, 

Secretary Veallace in opening the 
session urged that the committee in- 
form itself thoroughly on the methods 
of crop reporting now followed and 
the sateguards that ere used to pre- 
vent leaks, He particularly requested 
that the committee give consideratich 
to the number, time of issuance, and 
character of reports, and to offer con- 
structive criticism and suggestions for 
improvement.

There will be another sessien 
tomorrow and this committee will 
confer as to the kind of legislation 
necessary to correct these reports 
The bill will be introduced in the 
senate by Senator Harris and in the 
house by Congressman Rankin.

: OFF IN NOVEMBER 


Washington. December 21.—Cotton 
spinning activity slackened consider- 
ably in November as compared with 
October, the monthly report of the 
census bureau issued today indicated. 

Active spindle hourg during Novem- 
ber numbered 8.014,579,167 or an 
average of 215 hours per spindle in 
place, compared with &,381,886,213 
hours, or an average 223 in October 
this year, and 8&.710,224,794 hours or 
an average of 2314 in November~n year 
ago. 

Spinning spindles in place Novem- 
her 30 numbered 37,585,049 of which 
34,101,452 were active at some time 
during the month compared with 37,- 
590.250 in place October 31, this 
sear, of which 34,578,662 were active- 
and 37,175,235 in place November 30, 
last year, of which 34,664,650 were 
active. 

The average number of _ spindles 
operated in November was 56,516,828 
or at 96.6 per cent capacity on a 
single shift basis compared with 35,- 
$51.455. or at 95.4 per cent capacity 
in October, this year, and 59,469,059 
or at 106.2 per cent capacity in No- 
vember, last year.

The public pays practically the 
same for an article whether the man- 
ufacturer sells direct to a dealer or 
through a jobber. 

The tendency lately has been for the 
manufacturer to swing back to the 
jobber, instead of trying to sell di- 
rect to the dealer. The jobber gets 
from 5 to 30 per cent, depending upon 
the line of business, vet the manufac- 
turer has found in many cases that 
it is better for him to sell to the job- 
ber, instead of trying to save that 
expense, Why? 

In the first place, the manufactur- 
er makes a siash in his own expenses, 
For instance, be ships out a few large 
packages to the jobber, where former- 
ly he had a countless number. He 
only needs a few salesmen, and in- 
stead of having a large, expensive 
credit department, perhaps one man 
can keep in touch with the jobbers. 

There is another factor, too, be- 
Sides expense, which is important. 

The jobber gives him a steady de- 
mand, the year round, because he can 
judge the seasons in his locality anil 
put in orders in advance. When a 
manufacturer sells direct to dealers 
he is likely to be working sights one 
month and closed the next. 

It costs money to distribute goods. 
These costs must be met, jobber or no 
jobber. ‘Consequently, the price of 
goods is about the same to the public, 
no matter whether the manufacturer 
does the distributing himself or hires 
a jobber to do it. ‘

tu one side of the issue rather than 
to the other. 

Presumes Man Is Sane. 

“The law presuines that every man 
mind until the contrary 
appears. Hence, the rule of law that 
such presumption sieuld be rebutter 
by a preponderance of the evidence 
at the time the offense is alleged to 
have been committed, if it was com- 
mitted. Unless there is a prepon- 
derance of the evidence in favor of 
the insanity, or mental irrespons)- 
‘bility, of the defendant the time 
the acts charged in the tndictment 
were committed, if they were com- 
mitted, the jury would not be an- 
thorized to acquit him of the offense 
with which he ‘sa charged on that 
ground of the defense ‘alone.
